KING'S WAR ROBE ON VIEW 


At the Museum In New York Ctty 


You 
May See the 
Feathers 


Kamehameha III. Wore. 


As an example of the past royalty 


of. Hawaiian 
kings, a 
remarkable 


feathered" xvar robe, once the property 
of KuiueUumvLa III., and i»'.id to bo 
the equal in value of diamond orna- 
ments in several of the European re- 
galia, is displayed In the ball of South 
Sea Islands at the American Museum 
of Natural History. This emblem' of 
Haxx-aiian royalty x\as presented 
by 


the king of the islands to Commodore 
Laxvrence Kearney, U. S. N., in IMS. 
It is a xvar cape xvith a history and. 
according to Dr. Brlgham, an author- 
ity on Haxvaiian feather xx-ork. a sim- 
ilar cloak, completed in the reign ot 
one of the kings of the islands, xvas 
in process of fabrication through eight 
previous eras. 


The Kamehamcha royal cape is 


made of innumerable leathers of the 
Iix\l and Oo birds, xvhich xvere hunted 
in the ravines and x\coded slopes or 
the mountains of Haxvaii for the dec- 
oration of these robes of rank.' The 
royal-cape, xvhich is crescent-shape, 
consists entirely of small icd and >el- 
loxv feathers, -which aie 'interwoven 
upon a liber netxvork made from the 
bark of the Oloiia plant. Contrary to 
-the custom of.the Peruvians, •who flrst 
made the feathers fast to a coid and 
then knotted the cord to a cloth, the 
Haxvailans attached thp leathers;sep- 
arately to the netting." 
' Although a fortune in labor is rep- 
resented, the feathered xvar robe only 
xvelghs six pounds. It xvas presented 
to the museum by George S. Bowdoln. 
and is mounted 
Hat betxveen 
two 


plates of glass, as Is another speci- 
men, xvhlch Is said to hax'e been used 
by a former owner as a sleigh robe, 
in ignorance of its great value.
